SHOWS TAXATION TREND 


Demand of Public For Hi&jh 


Standard of Public Service 


Held Increase Cause 


-Fargo, N. D., Dec. 4.—The huge 
increase of the tax burden in North 
Dakota and elsewhere was told by 
State Tax Commissioner C. C.' Con- 
verse in an address before the Com-, 
mons club here today. He declared: 


That the tax levies have increased 


faster than legislators can find new 
methods of taxation. 
That the tax burden of North Da- 


kota is 132,000,000 a year, or $280 
annually for a family of five persons. 


That the Northern Pacific Bail- 


way Company's tax per mile of single 
track line increased from, $168.20 in 
1900 to $1,076.08 in 1922. 
That school district tax levies in- 


creased from *i896,MO in 1910 to 
513594,000 in 1921. 


That school tax increased in 11 


years more 
than the aggregate 


amount of taxes levied in 1910 by 
the state and all taxing districts. 


The greatest single factor in in- 


creased taxes has been 
increased 


commodity costs which has affected 
public and private business alike. 


That taxes can be reduced only 


through curtailment of public ex- 
penditures. 


Seek New Methods 


"Some of you may be old enough 


to remember, the time when practical- 
ly the only tax citizens had to con- 
sider was the general property tax, 
and that was not burdensome," said 
Mr. Converse. "During the last two 
decades, however, expenditures have 
increased to such an extent that 
taxes have become burdensome. And 
as the amount of taxes imposed upon 


, teal .estate ,and - 


has increased from year 'to year, 
•legislators have attempted to re- 
lieve "'property of a portion of the 
burden of government by adopting 
new forms of taxation, chief among 
which may be mentioned the tax up- 
on gasoline 
and the 
income tax. 


These' measures have not reduced 
property taxes noticeably and 
the 


search still continues for new forms 
of taxation. But we are already us- 
ing nearly all 
forms of 
taxation 


which are at all feasible and which 
are good revenue producers, so that 
legislators may possibly feel 
that 


they are somewhat in the position 
of the monarch who wept because 
there were no more worlds to con- 
quer. 


Mr. Converse asked that "we not 


delude ourselves with the notion that 
new forms of taxation offer a passi- 
ble solution of our problems," stating 
that an annual tax-burden of $32,' 
000,000 upon 700,000 people in North 
Dakota is heavy no matter how paid. 
Much of the tax, he said, was con- 
cealed "in the prices which we pay 
for household provisions, 
and for 


wearing apparel; in the prices we 
pay for transportation, both directly 
and indirectly, in the purchases from 
our merchants of all sorts of com- 
modities."

Kargo, Dec. 4.—The question of 


the constitutionality of Senate Bill 
No. 267, aimed to place control of all 
closed state banks in North JDTkkota 
under the supervision and corifrol ot 
the supreme court, went to the su- 
preme court again, when Judge O. W. 
Cooley overruled objections to juris- 
diction entered by Attorney Francis 
Murphy of Minot in behalf of W. H. 
Mclntosh, as receiver of the defunct 
Mohail State bank.

instituted by the attorney general in 
the supreme court to compel it to 
come under the new law throwing all 
closed banks under the control of the

vice. They are still hoping that pre- 
sent standards can be maintained un- 
til such time as returning prosper- 
ity shall make the burden less oner- 
ous. Bach individual of each class 
of individuals is disposed to suspect 
that he or bis particular" class may 
be unjustly dealt -with in that he 
may be bearing more than his fair 
share of the burden of taxation. But 
the truth is that taxes, are higher 
upon all classes of property. Owners 
of real estate know that their own 
taxes - are uncomfortably high, but 
may not realise that the taxes upon 
railroad property are likewise'bur- 
densome. 
To illustrate this fact, 


consider the increase of taxes in the 
case of toe Northern .Pacific Rail- 
way. In 1900 the tax 'per mite of 
single track in North Dakota was 
$168.80. By 1915 it had increased 
te $430.48 and in 1922 it was $1,076.08, 
two and a half times what it was in 
1915 and six and 
one-third times 


what it was in 1900.

The city water department will 


operate for a brief period directly 
under the eyes of the members of 
the city commission., The members 
of the commission, in meeting last 
night, discussed various phases ot 
the problem of operation which eon- 
fronts the commission, but no defi- 
nite policy was decided upon. 
It 
was the opinion of the commission- 
era that they should "feel their way 
way" in the new venture. 
It is considered certain that the 35 


per cent surcharge will be knocked 
off the water bills the first of Feb- 
ruary, but formal aetion may not be 
taken until after the middle of the 
month. The general plant work for 
the time being will be under the di< 
rection of the city engineering de 
partment. People who get water on 
flat rates and who had paid for a 
period up to the first of the year 
will be given credit by the city, and 
the water company will turn over to 
the city its share of this paid-up 
rental for the month of December. 
It was the general opinion of the 
commissioners that all services 
should be placed on a meter basis 
as soon as possible, but until the 
meters can be protected against 
freezing it is held useless to install 
them on some connections. It atao 
was the opinion that the water de- 
partment should promptly cat ofl 
water service for non-payment o\ 
bills if rentals were not paid at the 
proper time. 
The filtration plant building, it 


was stated by City 'Engineer AJWn- 
son, is advancing rapidly with favor- 
able weather and soon will be en- 
closed. -Tb* heating- plant l»-*bei«» 
installed. Unless unexpected devel- 
opments should arrive, work can be 
continued inside the building during 
the winter and the filtration plant 
put in operation in the spring or 
early summer. The generator for 
the oil engine equipment for pump- 
ing water has arrived. 


The digging of mains lias been 


completed for this winter, and the 
work of covering them up and test- 
ing them soon will be completed. The 
additional main system consists of: 
16-inch main from the river to Elev- 
enth street, on Avenue C; 10-inch 
main from Eleventh to Fifteenth 
streets; 8-inch main from Rosser to 
Avenue C, on Hannifin and -Griffin; 
about two miles of laterals, or 6-inch 
distribution mains, in various parts 
of the city. Some of the 16-inch and 
other mains have already been con- 
nected to the present system. The 
purpose ia to tic up "dead ends" in 
the water system and provide con- 
stant circulation of {he water. Thus 
far little change • in pressure has 
been .made, it was said, and there 
probably will not DO much change 
noticed until nest spring when water 
is pumped directly "into the 16-inch 
main from the filtration plant. 


The work of spreading special as- 


sessments to pay for that part of the 
distribution system which it is held 
may be paid by special assessments 
will be taken up immediately.

New Rockford, Dec. 4.—Edwin Jor- 


dan and James Ebert, both former 
convicts, have been sentenced to the 
state penitentiary for violation of 
the revolver law of the 1923 legisla- 
ture, and are believed to be the first 
convicted in the state under the 
drastic provisions of the new act. 
Each was given a sentence of from 
one to ten years in prison by Judge 
Jansonius for having a revolver in 
their possession. 
They also were 


sentenced to two years each for Hav- 
ing nitroglycerine. 


The two men, it wa' charged by 


State's Attorney James A. Manly at 
the trial, planned to rob the' New 
Rockford postoffice and a bank at 
Grace City.

They were sentenced on 
one charge under section 6 of the 
revolver act which reads: "No per- 
son shall carry a pistol or revolver 
concealed in any vehicle or in any 
package, satched, grip, suit case or 
carry in any way or upon his person, 
except in his dwelling house or place 
of business, without.a license there- 
fore as hereinafter .provided. Vipla- 
! tions of this section shall be punish- 
' ed by imprisonment for not less than 
one year, and upon conviction the 
pistol or revolver shall be confiscat- 
ed and destroyed."

Bergamo, Italy-, Dec. 4.—The work 


of finding the bodies of the 600 or 
more victims of last week's flood 
disaster continues over the extensive 
zone devastated by -the waters, but 
the rescue parties are encountering 
difficulties. 
The water has receded 


leaving Bergamo valley buried under 
several feet of mud which the rains 
kept soft, thus rendering progress 
almost impossible. 


Wallowing through this waste the 


same- searching parties made the best of 


their way ever areas where flourish- 
ing villages once stood. Food, cloth- 


ing, blankets and bedding, not only 
for the survivors, but for members 
of the relief party are carried with 
difficulty in ox carts, for all mechan- 
ical means of moving supplies have 
been rendered useless. Indeed, the 
authorities have been obliged to limit 
the number of volunteer workers as 
it is impossible to crowd all in the 
flooded area.

C. C. Converse State Tax Com­ 
missioner, Says $32,000,­ 
000 Burden Too Great 


SHOWS TAXATION TREND 


Demand of Public For Hi^h 
Standard of Public Service 
Held Increase Cause 


Fargo, N. D., Dec. 4.—The 
huge 
increase of the tax burden in North 
Dakota and elsewhere was told by 
State Tax Cominis.-*ioner C. C. Con­ 
verse in an address before the Com­ 
mons club here today. 
He declared: 
That the tax levies have increased 
faster than legislators can find new 
methods of taxation. 
That the tax burden of North Da­ 
kota is $31!,000,000 a year, or $230 
annually for a family of five persons. 
That the N orthern Pacific Rail­ 
way Company’s tax per mile of single 
track line increased from $168.20 in 
IBOn to $1,076.08 in 1922. 
That school district tax levies in­ 
creased from $3,896,roo in 
1910 to 
I 
$13.994,000 in 1921. 
That school tax increased in 11 
years 
more 
than 
the 
aggregate 
nmount of taxes levied in 1910 by 
the state and all taxing di.strict.s. 
The greatest single factor in in­ 
* 
creased taxes has been 
incrsa.sed 
commodity costs which has affected 
public and private business alike. 
That taxes 
can be 
reduced only 
through curtailm ent of public ex­ 
penditures. 


Seek New Methods 
’’Sonic of you may be old enough 
to remember the time when practical­ 
ly the only tux citizens had to con­ 
sider was the general property tax, 
and that was not burdensome,” said 
Mr. Converse. 
“During the last two 
decades, however, expenditures have 
increased to such an 
extent 
that 
taxes have become burdensome. And 
as the amount of taxes imposed upon 
real estate and 
personal 
property 
has increased from 
year to 
year, 
legislators have 
attempted to 
re­ 
lieve property of a portion of the 
burden of government by adopting 
new forms of taxation, chief among 
which may be mentioned the tax up­ 
on gasoline 
and the 
income tax. 
These measures 
have not 
reduced 
property taxes noticeably and 
the 
search still continues for new forms 
of taxation. 
But we are already us­ 
ing nearly all 
forms of 
taxation 
which are a t all feasible and which 
are good revenue producers, so that 
legislators may possibly feel 
that 
they are somewhat in the position 
of the monarch who wept because 
there were no more worlds to con­ 
quer.” 
Mr. Converse asked that “we not 
delude oprselves with the notion that 
new forms of taxation offer a possi- 
' 
ble solution of our problems,” stating 
that an annual tax burden of $32,­ 
000,090 upon 700,000 people in North 
Dakota is heavy no m atter how paid. 
Miicli of the tax, he said, was con­ 
cealed “ in the prices which we pay 
for household provisions, 
and for 
w earing apparel; in the prices we 
pay for transportation, both directly 
and indirectly, in the purchases from 
our merchants of all sorts of com­ 
modities.” 
“B utano m atter how much they 
may be concealed, we pay them ju st 
as certainly as though we, as con­ 
sumers, paid them 
directly," 
Mr. 
Converse said. "W hat is needed and 
needed urgently until the condition 
of agriculture shall have improved 
is a reduction in public expenditures, 
' 
and the public'is apparently unwill­ 
ing to curtail public expenditures.” 
“This,” said Mr. Converse, “is a 
government by public opinion and it 
is apparent from the results of elec­ 
tions in which m atters having to do 
w ith expenditures have been sub­ 
mitted to the voters that they are 
unwilling to narrow the wide scope 
of governmental activities or to low­ 
er the high standard of public ser- 
V vice. They arc still hoping that pye- 
sent standards can be maintained un- 
_ 
til such time as rctuyning prosper- 
‘ 
ity shall make the burden less oner­ 
ous. 
Each individual of each class 
of individuals is disposed to suspect 
th at he or his particular'class may 
be unjustly dealt ^with in that he 
may be bearing more than his fair 
share of the burden of taxation. But 
the truth is that taxes are higher 
upon all classés of property. Owners 
of real estate know that their oyn 
taxes are uncomfortably high, but 
may not realize that the taxes upon 
railroad property are likew ise*bur­ 
densome. 
To 
illustrate this fact, 
consider the increase of U xes in the 
case of the N orthern Pacific Rail­ 
way. 
In 1000 the tax 'p e r mile of 
single track in NortN ^Dakota was 
. 
$168.$0. 
By 1016 it had increased 
to $430.48 and in 1922 it was $1,076.08,

The aim of the meeting is to 
get the sentim ent and also actual in­ 
formation from every section of the 
state which may be used later by a 
committee of North Dakota bankers 
in an effort to secure more favorable 
loan regulations from the 
federal 
bank at St. Paul. 
“It is 
expected 
that 
Minnesota 
will cooperate in this 
m atter,” he 
said in discussing he prospects for 
successful^ action. 
"If relief cannot 
be secured from /district officials the 
m atter probably 
will be 
taken to 
W ashington federal loan officials.”

MR. MELLON’S PLAN 
Secretary of the Treasury A. W. Mellon is a very rich 
man. 
Becaii.sc he i.s a rich man, though an able man. often- 
lime.s hi.'i recommeiuialions have been immediately attacked 
under the lielief th at he is designing ways and means .solely 
to aid the multi-millionaires of his own class. 
Opponents 
of the Secretary usually have found ¡t difficult to attack his 
proposals with sound logic, for Mr. Mellon’s pre.sentalions 
often are .so convincing that they leave little room for doubt. 
He has propo.sed th at Congre.ss cut the nation’s tax bill 
.$323,000,000. 
He has not made these proposals for the 
benefit of the rich alone. An examination of his recommen­ 
dations is convincing evidence that the secretary is .ictuated 
by a high .sense of duty. 
For example, although Mr. Mellon 
is one of the large.st property holders of the country he 
makes a recommendation that there be di.scriminatioii be­ 
tween incomes earned by personal services and incomes from 
invested capital. 
He states his position in the following 
language: 
“The fairness of taxing more lightly income from wages, 
salarie.s and professional services than the income from a 
business or from investment is beyond question. In the first 
case, the income is uncertain and limited in duration; sick- 
ne.s.s or death destroys it and old age diminishes it. 
In the 
other, the .source of the income continues; it may be dispo.sed 
of during a m an’s life and it de.scend.s to his heirs.’’ 
It is estimated th at this amendment would mean a loss 
in revenue of .$97,.500,000, the greater benefit of which would 
fall upon persons of moderate means. 
Mr. Mellon proposes to surrender revenue of about $70,­ 
000,000 by the repeal of the tax on admissions, the bulk of 
which is now paiil by moving picture patrons, .$30,000,000 
by the repeal of taxes on telegram s, telephone messages, etc. 
Affecting incomes, he would reduce the normal tax from 
d per cent to 3 per cent and from 8 per cent to 6 per cent, 
'fhe total lo.ss of revenue is estim ated at $91,000,000, of 
which $04..’)00,000 is in the .schedules up to and including 
incomes of $6,000, and $80,000,000 is in schedules up to and 
including $10,000. Only $.3,100,000 falls h i incomes of over 
$100,000 annually. 
Mr. Mellon would surrender surtaxes entirely on incomes 
under $10,000, and upon incomes above this amount he would 
.scale progressively upwards to a 2.5 per cent on tho.se of 
$100,000 or over. 
The total lo.ss of revenue from this elim ­ 
ination and reduction of surtaxes is estim ated at $101,800,­ 
000, of which $17,500,000 would be from incomes up to $100,­ 
000 a year and $487,700,000 from incomes of over $100,000 
per year.

The.se principal recommendations of the Secretary, which 
will go before Congress, offer a substantial hope for a re­ 
duction in the national tax burden. 
They would abolish 
some of the war taxes, which have continued in the statute 
hooks until there is danger of them being accepted as en­ 
tirely regular means of taxation. They would benefit chiefly 
those who receive the .smaller income.s. 
It i.s hoped that 
Congress will give earnest .study to Mr. Mellon’s plan.

It is more apt to become dis- 


charged in winter because it receives 
leu current than in summer and has 
to give oat twice* as much. It re- 
ceives less current because of less 
among and few. lone drives, wifoi 
in the summer keep the battery full;, 
charged. It bos to sue out twice 
as much current because the engine | 
is cold and the oil stiff, all of which 
makes extra work for the battery in 
starting. Winter days are short and 
Lh.e lights are used a great deal more 
than in summer) which means itill 
more work for the battery. At the 
same time the battery is cold, which 
makes the circulation of acid slower, 
and therefore the battery less effi- 
cient. 


As a result, your battery is likely 


to become exhausted and discharged 
because the "generator cannot pro- 
duce enough electricity to keep it 
fully charged under such severe con- 
ditions. 


Your battery "can't freeze if it is 


fully charged, but a discharged bat-' 
tery freezes at ordinary winter tem- 
peratures and once frozen is usually 
worthless. 
Every spring new bat- 


teries are sold, to car owners because 
they neglected their batteries the 
winter before. 
It does not pa> to 


take any chances with jour batter} 
in cold weather. 


If You Lay Up. 


Here are a few helpful suggestion-; 


for storing your battery. An idle 
battery slowly discharges itself. Pro 
cure a hydrometer which will enable 
jou to test tTie gravity'of acid in 
each cell. The battery should be 
kept where the temperature will not 
fall below 32 degrees F. and should 
be given a charge at least once a 
month by running the engine at a 
speed equivalent to 20 miles per hour 
until all cells are bubbling freely 
and evenly and the gravity of the 
acid in each cell tests 1,273 to 1,300. 
If water is required ( to bring the 
level of acid 1-4 inches above top of 
puates) it should be added before 
the charge is started, so that it will 
be properly mixed by charging. If 
water is added without proper mix- 
ing being lighter than acid, it may 
collect in the top of the cell and 
freeze. The specific gravity in every 
cell must be kept above 1,213 at all 
times to prevent danger of freezing 
If in doubt as to the condition or 
your "battery, have it inspected by a 
competent battery service man. 


If Yon Drive This Winter. 
Here are a few precautions for 
winter driving: 


Enricn the mixture before blurt- 


ing by pulling out tie choke. If dif- 
ficulty is experienced in starting 
promptly, prime the cjlinders with a 
few drops of a mixture half gaso- 
line and naif ether which can be car- 
ried in a small oil1 can. A rag dipped 
in hot water JTnd wrapped around th?
